Although the President concedes 
that the issuance of an injunction 
generally has the effect of pre- 
cluding peaceful settlement of the 
dispute, he nevertheless reaffirms 
thé principle ‘of rule’by injunction. 
To make this position more palat- 
able, however, he provides the idea 
of an ineffective panel without any 
authority being established. In 
view of his admitted premise, it is

POINT 2 In secondary boycott 
eases, the application for an in- 
junction by the General Counsel of 
the National Labor Relations 
Board shall be discretionary rather 
than mandatory. 

In regard to this point, what con- 
stitutes a secondary boycott in the 
mind of the President is left un- 
\defined, but as a matter of policy 
jhe states that “true secondary boy- 
‘cott is indefensible and must not 
be permitted.” This, of course, is 
contrary to the historical position 
of labor and is directly contrary 
to the decisions of the highest 
Courts of the State of California, 
which define in detail the propri- 
ety of secondary boycotts and hold 
them to be legal. If, as the Presi- 
dent states, secondary boycotts are 
indefensible, then it is difficult to 
determine as to how the so-called 
discretion can be exercised except 
to obtaining injunctions prohibit- 
ing them. 


POINT 3 As an apparent indirect 
definition as to what is a legal 
secondary boycott, the President 
concludes only two types of actions 
are permissible and should not be 
enjoined. These two types are 
where an employer is performing 
|‘farmed-out” work for the account 
of another employer whose em- 
ployees are on strike, and, second- 
ly, an employer on a construction 
project who together with other 
employers is engaged in work on 
the site of the project. 

| The extreme limitation as to 
j\what constitutes legal secondary 
boycotts is almost made meaning- 
less because of the limited situa- 
tions in which a so-called legal 
secondary boycott can be found to 
exist.

If you are a typical wage-earning family, your 1953 Fed- 
eral income tax probably represents the biggest tax bite you 
ever paid. A worker who earned the typical industrial wage 
of $71 a week during 1953 pays Federal income tax of about 
$350. That is more than most wage-earning families spend 
for clothing or home furnish-@——W———_——— 


ings in a year. Next to food 
and rent, the Federal tax is prob- 
ably the biggest item in your 
budget. 

You have until March 15 to sit 
down and figure out how much of 
that money you legally get back as 
a refund. 

Many wage earners take the 
easy way and simply fill out the 
short form which automatically

TIPS ON DEDUCTIONS 

Here is a list of potential deduc-

MEDICAL: You can deduct all 
medical expenses over 5 percent. 
of your income, or if you or your 


church or government agency like 
school or Civilian Defense. 

Interest Charges: Fully deduct- 
ible the year you pay them are in- 
terest charges on your mortgage, 
cash loans and installment pur- 
chases such as a car bought on

Other Taxes: You can deduct all 
state and local taxes you pay (but 
not Federal excises or Social Se- 
curity tax). Deductible are proper- 
ty taxes; state and city income 
taxes; state and city sales taxes;

Losses: All damage to personal 
property—not reimbursed by in- 
surance is deductible. Among pos- 
sible deductions are damage to a

You can deduct for any collision

You can also deduct all pre- 
miums paid on accident, sickness 
and hospital insurance, including)

Parents can learn a lot about 
dealing with their children's be- 
havior by becoming familiar with 
disciplinary lessons that every 
teacher is expected to know.

‘How to Shrink 
‘Cotton, Linen 


| Cotton and linen fabric that is 
not guaranteed non-shrinking 
should be soaked in water over- 
night. This may result in a shrink- 
age of from three-fourths of an 
inch to three inches to a yard. 

When shrinking colored fabric, 
'use only warm water. Do not 
jwring the water from the fabric. 
Just squeeze it out. Then hang 
the material on a line to dry, and 
press it. 

To shrink wools or worsted, 
soak two sheets in cold water, 
lay the wool or worsted singly 
and smoothly on one of the wet 
sheets and place the other wet 
sheet over it. 

Roll tightly and wrap the out- 
side of the roll with paper or dry 
sheets. Remove the fabric after 
24 hours and press it until it’s 
dry. Blended fibers—such as wool 
and rayon—should not be pressed 
until completely dried by hanging 
on a line. 

Sanforized fabrics (look for the 
jlabel) will not shrink. But all 
ifabrics do not take effectively to 
ithe sanforizing process.

Frost last summer in Brazil, 
while Americans sweltered up here, 
is held to be t&e cause.

Brazil is planting more coffee 
trees, but it takes 5 years for them 
to come into production. Besides, 
at the present rate of demand, 
here in the United States it’s ex- 
pected we'll be consuming 50% 
more coffee in 1960 than now,

But it isn’t only coffee. 

As the New York Times said on 
January 7: 

“To the erdinary citizen the most 
important indicator of the way 
the economy is going is not a pre- 
diction at all, but the hard fact: 
How much does food—probably 
the most important component of 
living cost—come to? 

“The answer is that it costs more 
than it has cost in almost two 
years. The figures are supplied by 
Dun & Bradstreet, Inc., which tot- 
ted up the cost of thirty-one major 
items of food for the week ended 
on Thursday and found it was 
$6.85. 

“This was the ninth consecutive 
week of increases and the highest 
figure since August 28, 1951. A 
week before the total was $6.61. 

“Those commodities higher in 
the week included wheat, corn, 
rye, oats, beef, bellies, coffee, co- 
coa, peanuts, eggs, steers and hogs. 
Lower were flour, hams, lard, 
butter, cheese, sugar, milk and 
lambs.”

Three Changes Made in 
Disability Insurance 


Ray E. Schultz, manager of the 
State Department of Employment’s 
disability insurance office in Oak- 
land, announces the following 
changes in disability insurance 
authorized by the Legislature: 

1—Weekly benefits for persons 
whose disabilities began after Jan- 
uary are increased $5 for the maxi- 
mum, and will now range from 
$10 to $35. 


2—Persons hospitalized by dis- 
abilities get $2 more per day; they 
will receive $10 a day, for as many 
as 12 days. 

3—26 weeks of benefits during 
any one disability benefit period 
may now'be* recetved: “Formerly, 
claimants were entitled to 26 times 
their weekly benefit amount, or 
one-half their total base period 
wages, whichever was less, during 
a benefit year. 

Schultz says his office has a 
new pamphlet giving information 
on the disability insurance system 
which is free to anyone interested.

IKE'S PLANS TO CONTROL UNIONS 


General Eisenhower's proposals to Congress for amending 


‘the Taft-Hartley Act include: 


1—Approval of speeches of employers to captive audiences of 
their workers in the plant, during or before representation elections. 

2—Proposal that taking of strike votes be Government-super- 
vised. This involves the disclosure of the union membership roll 
to the boss at just the strategic time for him to bluff or bribe the 
weak sisters. 

38—Complete evasion and failure to conform, as the State Fed- 
eration of Labor puts it, with Eisenhower’s commitment that 
“union strikers shall be given the right to vote, and that strike 
breakers shall be denied this right” in NLRB elections. 

4—Approval of the States having even more leeway than at 
present to pass anti-labor laws more reactionary than the T-H Law 
itself. 

It is small wonder that the Knowland Tribune in its lead- 
ing editorial January 13 smugly smacked its lips over these 
delectable proposals, saying: 

“It should be apparent that the labor law changes are reason- 
able .. . Once incorporated into the act, they should make it more 
workable, less controversial, and more satisfactory in controlling 
the intemperate, and guaranteeing against disruption of our econ- 
omy in critical periods.” | 

Controlling the intemperate! In other words, we unionists! 
are a gang of economic drunks, and the General of the Army 
proposes to control us with a courtmartial. 

The State Federation of Labor office has done a quick 
job on an intricate subject by getting out promptly an analysis 
of each one of the General's proposals for ‘controlling the 
intemperate.”

Republican Congressman Carl T. 
Curtis of Minden Nebr.; chairman 
of the House subcommittee on so- 
cial security, has come up with a 
social security proposal designed 
to trap 'the unwary. The trap is 
the fact that Curtis’ proposal ig- 
nores the principles which must 
be followed in any sound insur- 
ance program. He suggests that 
the social security fund be used to 
pay off all the relief cases who 
have contributed nothing to the 
fund whatever. He calls this “re- 
laxing the eligibility rules.” 

When questioned about the ef- 
fect this would have on the social 
security reserves, Curtis said: “I 
don’t know when this will exhaust 
the trust fund.” The destruction of 
the social security trust fund 
would be hastened and assured un- 
der Curtis’ scheme; it would cost @ 
$2.7 billion per year for the first 
few years. The $18 billion trust 
\fund would vanish and qualified 
lrecipients would find themselves 
on the dole—charity patients in 
their own institution.
